Shape shoulders as given for Pullover with Sleeves. 

THE NECKBAND — Work as given for Pullover with 
Sleeves. 

THE ARMHOLE BANDS — With right side of work 
facing and using No. 12 Needles, knit up 162 [B — 162] 
[C — -170] stitches evenly round armhole. 

1st row. — K.2, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st row nine times. Cast off loosely in rib. 

TO MAKE UP — With a slightly damp cloth and warm 
iron, press lightly. Using a flat seam for ribbing and a 
fine back stitch seam for other seams, sew up side and 
sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves placing seams to side seams. 
For Pullover without Sleeves — Sew up side seams. 
Finally, press all seams.

Avoid disappointment — buy the wool recommended. Buy wisely — buy enough of the one dye-lot 

— the same dye-lot cannot be repeated. 



HOW TO CHECK YOUR TENSION — Before you 
commence knitting, check your tension carefully — -on this 
depends the success of the finished article. ^ Take the 
wool and needles specified in the instructions, cast on 
20 stitches, work 20 rows in plain smooth fabric. 
Lightly press work. Check the tension by placing an 
inch tape across the stitches, count the exact number of 
stitches to one inch and compare with the tension given 



in the instructions. All tensions are measured over 
plain smooth fabric, lightly pressed. If your tension is 
too loose, try a size finer needle. If your tension is 
too tight, try a size coarser needle. If there is more than 
one size of needle recommended in the recipe and you 
alter the needles to obtain the correct tension in plain 
smooth fabric, corresponding alterations must be made 
to the needles throughout the instructions.
